On January 10, 2008, BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc. d/b/a AT&T Kentucky
(“AT&T Kentucky”) provided written notice to the Commission of its intent to disconnect
the competitive local exchange carrier operations of Cincinnati Bell Telephone
Company (“Cincinnati Bell”) for non-payment of bills. AT&T Kentucky requested
authorization to invoke the Emergency Service Continuity Tariff approved by this
Commission on May 20, 2003 in Case No. 2002-00310.*

On January 17, 2008, AT&T Kentucky notified the Commission that it was
withdrawing the request due to receipt of payment. In addition, AT&T Kentucky
determined the account no longer belongs to Cincinnati Bell.

The Commission, having reviewed AT&T Kentucky’s notice and subsequent
filing, and having been otherwise sufficiently advised, HEREBY ORDERS that:

1. AT&T Kentucky’s request to withdraw this matter is granted.
